1. (Currently Amended) A method of diagnosing an iron disorder or a genetic 
susceptibility to developing said disorder in a mammal, comprising determining the presence of a 
mutation in exon 2 of an HFE nucleic acid in a biological sample from said mammal, wherein 
said mutation is at position 193 of SEP ID NO:l and is not a C -> G substitution at nucleotide 
1 87 of SEQ ID NO: 1 and wherein the presence of said mutation is indicative of said disorder or a 
genetic susceptibility to developing said disorder and wherein said determining step is carried 
out by nucleic acid hybridization on a microchip .
